ON CORN BORER READY 


Springfield, 111,, March 11.—All the 
care incident to planning 
a military 
campaign has 
been 
expended on 
a 
‘war map" now in the haruls of State 
officials charged with 
extermination 
of 
the 
com 
borer in Illinois. 
The 
map reports the results of scouting 
activities on the part of Illinois 
and 
United States Department of 
Agri- 
eulutre employes in Kankakee Coun­ 
ty, where the first European corn bor­ 
er was discovered in Illinois. 
It will serve as a guide for the op­ 
eration 
of 
oil-burning 
devices the 
Federal department is to furnish for 
the eradication work, according to O. 
T. Olsen, superintendent of the divis­ 
ion of plant industry of the State De­ 
partment of 
Agriculture 
which 
is 
charged with the part 
Illinois 
will 
play in this extermination. 
Search for additional specimens of 
the borer, conducted 
over 
a wide 
range of territory 
without 
results, 
was but a part of the work of the field 
representatives. 
The nature of every 
field under consideration 
has 
been 
carefully recorded. 
This information 
is considered essential to a well-plan­ 
ned campaign against the pest. 
For the successful 
an 
economical 
operation of the oil burners that are 
to single 
the 
fields 
in 
Kankakee 
County information regarding 
local 
conditions was demanded. 
This data 
has been collected by the field repre­ 
sentatives and delivered to the official 
in charge in the "war map". 
For example, fields that are 
to be 
sown to oats must be treated early, 
in order to enable 
farmers 
to 
get 
their crop in at the proper time. All 
fields wherein farmers intend to sow 
oats are plotted on the map. 
Other 
crops that have a bearing upon 
the 
work at hand are also shown. 
The pest soil that exists in several 
locations in the area in question also 
comes in for 
special 
consideration. 
Notation is made of the fact that, if 
quite dry, this soil 
may 
burn when 
subjected to the treatment 
intended 
only to burn off vegetation and 
the 
insects that harbor 
in 
it. 
Climatic 
conditions, the moisture of the stand­ 
ing vegetation and the solidity of the 
soil, all having a bearing* upon 
the 
work at hand, are to be 
taken into 
consideration in determining the best 
time to operate in any given area. 
The operation of the 
oil 
burners, 
not unknowm in the territory where­ 
in corn-borer warfare has been wag­ 
ed is a decided departure from 
rou­ 
tine farm practices in Illinois. When 
the equipment is at work it is expect­ 
ed to attract considerable 
attention. 
The burners are mounted 
on motor 
trucks and bum oil under 
high air 
pressure. This makes 
them not un­ 
like huge blow* 
torches. 
The 
heat 
they generate is intense and, as is in­ 
tended, no living thing subjected to 
the blast can survive. 
Study and experience 
in 
dealing 
with the corn borer in the East has 
developed the burning process. 
It is 
considered the best method for 
the 
eradication of the pest where it ex­ 
ists in only a limited area, as is the 
case in Illinois. 
When it has estab­ 
lished a foothold over a wide range 
of territory, the process is found im­ 
practical, as the cost is 
prohibitive. 
For isolated cases, such as the discov- 
rey of one specimen 
in Kankakee 
County, and another limited infesta­ 
tion in Berrien County, Michigan, the 
Federal department’s oil burners are 
brought into play. 
Officials of 
the 
Federal and of the State Department 
of Agriculture have every reason 
to 
believe that after the 
burners have 
done their duty in Illinois no living 
corn borer will remain 
within 
the 
State.

TRAFFIC REGULATION 
BULLjSENGROSSED 


Jefferson City, March 16 .—The uni­ 
form traffic regulation bill sponsored 
by 
the 
Missouri 
Association 
for 
Street and Highway Safety, 
which 
provides 
uniform 
regulations 
for 
travel upon streets and highways 
in 
Missouri 
and 
establishes a 
State 
Highway patrol for enforcement of 
road and traffic laws, was engrossed 
this afternoon by the House. 
More than 60 amendments to 
the 
bill were offered while it was under 
consideration by the House for 
en­ 
grossm ent last night and today, but 
those 
adopted . made 
no 
material 
changes in the bill except to strike 
out the requirement that all persons 
driving automobiles must 
obtain 
a 
driver’s license. The licensing provis­ 
ions stricken out included a require­ 
ment that applicants 
for 
licenses 
were subject to a physical exam ina­ 
tion on their fitness to drive an auto­ 
mobile. 


The measure is patterned aftei* a 
model traffic regulation and safety 
law that was approved at a natiopal 
meeting last year of safety organiza- j 
tions and traffic experts of Police D e-' 
partments. It provides uniform traf­ 
fic regulations and 
signals ‘ on 
all 
State highways and in all cities 
and 
towns. 
Varying speed limits are provided 
for residence and business districts of 
cities and towns, with a maximum 


30 miles an hour in cities and towns 
and a maximum of 4 5 miles an hour 
on 
Sta'te 
highways. Representative 
George F. Heege led an unsuccessful 
fight to strike out of the bill the pro­ 
visions for a State highay patrol, un­ 
der the supervision 
of 
the 
State 
Highway Department, to enforce 
all 
road laws and traffic regulations, out­ 
side the cities. 


Heege declared the highway patrol 
was a “ pie counter” proposal design­ 
ed to create more political jobs, and 
asserted it also was a thrust at local 
self-government by giving the State 
control of traffic on State highways 
within the counties. 
His amendment 
was decisively defeated. 
The patrol w'ould 
consist 
of 
a 
chief and 30 patrolmen, but the High­ 
way Commission 
is 
empowered 
to 
commission as many of its employes 
as additional patrolmen as consider­ 
ed necessary. 
This would permit use 
of a large number 
of 
maintenance 
employes for such work in addition 
to their regular duties on the roads.

"Prospects 
for 
profitable 
horse 
breeding are better now than ever,” 
declares W ayne Dlngrnore, secretary 
of the Horse Association of America. 
According to him, thv census of horses 
and mules on farms January 1, 1926, 
compared to similar figures on Janu­ 
ary 1, 1920, shows that horses have 
been reduced from 19,767,181 to 10,- 
685,759, a decrease of 10.3 per cent, 
while mules show un Increase of 5.5 
per cent; however, mules under two 
years of age, show a decrease of 44.5 
per cent. 
This is clear evidence of a 
great shortage of young animals. 
“At 
the present rate of production, It 
would take over 27 ¿ears to produce 
the 22,886,867 head of horses and 
mules we have on our farms at the 
present time,” Dinsmore says. 
And 
according to him, production must be 
almost doubled to take care of our 
futnre needs. 
“Farm ers with the kind of mares 
whose progeny sell at good prices have 
been Increasing production In the last 
two years, while those who have been 
keeping inferior mares, or are not nat­ 
urally good horsemen, have been re­ 
ceiving such low prices us to discour­ 
age them from raising a poor type of 
horse. 
Such a state of affairs will en­ 
courage the production of good horses 
and discourage the production of In­ 
ferior ones, which Is precisely what 
we need,” says Dlusniore. 
"Compe­ 
tition with mechanical power requires 
the production of better horses and 
mules, capable of doing more work In 
a given time,” he maintulns. 


Sheep Bot Fly Is Cause 
of Considerable Trouble 
Many

experience 
considerable trouble and loss of sheep* 
during winter and spring on account 
of what Is known as “Grub In the 
Head.” 
This trouble Is caused by the 
sheep bot fly, which looks something 
like an overgrown house fly, deposit­ 
ing a tiny grub, on the edge of the 
sheep's nostril some time during the 
summer.

field. 
On October 10 these pigs were 
turned into a stalk field which 
con­ 
tained M am m oth Yellow soybeans as 
recommended by the County Agent. 
They w ere allowed this pasture un­ 
til New' Y ea r’s Day when they were 
given all the corn they 
would eat 
They w ere still allowed the run in the 
soybean field. 
The first week of Feb­ 
ru ary nineteen of these shoats wore 
sold a t an average 
of 210 
pounds, 
four of them were butchered and one 
kept for a brood sow m aking a total 
of 24. 
“ P lenty of fresh w ater, good food 
and a 
mineral 
m ixture 
made th< 
good gains for me. 
This gain could 
not have been made if I did not have 
plenty of soybeans in the 
ratio n ” , 
said Mr. Cannon.

“ W h a t is the. fertilizing value 
of 
corn stalk s? 
Is th e b u rning of corn 
stalks to clear the fields good prac­ 
tice or bad ? 
These 
a re 
questions 
th a t 
are 
much 
in 
th e 
minds of 
thoughtful men a t this tim e of year 
They are frequently suggested by the 
odor of smoke th a t fills the air. 
The corn stalks on an acre of av­ 
erage good land contain 
about 
the 
sam e am ount of p la n t food as 
three 
tons of manure. 
The plant food of 
the stalks, however, is not nearly so 
readily available as the plant food of 
m anure, says H. H. K rusekopf of the 
Missouri College of A griculture. 
A 
ton 
of 
stalks 
contains 
about 16 
pounds of nitrogen, 2 pounds of phos­ 
phorous and 17 pounds of potassium 
and these, 
at 
the 
present m arket 
prices are worth about $3.00. 
Considering merely the am ounts of 
fertilizer elements present, a ton of 
corn stalks is worth more than a ton 
of m anure—the average ton of b arn ­ 
yard m anure containing but 10 lbs. of 
nitrogen, 2 pounds 
of 
phosphorous 
and 8 pounds of 
potassium . 
When 
the stalks are burned, th e nitrogen is 
lost, the value of which is approxi­ 
m ately $1.50 for each ton of stalks. 
Moreover, there is th e value of 
the 
organic m atter itself the presence of 
which is beneficial to the soil. 
The advisability of 
burn in g 
corn 
stalks depends altogether on 
how 
a 
man is situated. 
If he has 
a 
rich 
piece of land, it probably will be best 
to burn, 
if he has m edium 
or thin 
land, it w ill !)*■ best to use a disk 
or 
stalk cutter before plowin. 
It is pro­ 
bable th a t within a few years 
m a­ 
chines will be available for cutting or 
tearing stalks in such 
a w ay 
th a t 
they can be turned under as easily as 
manure. 
Most soil troubles are due to lack 
of nitrogen and organic 
m atter. 
It 
is generally adm itted th a t nearly all 
the older cropped soils fail to work 
as well as they once did, fail to 
re­ 
sist droughts as they once did, 
and 
fail to contain as much organic m a t­ 
te r as they once did. 
It m ust be a s ­ 
sumed th a t if the 
corn 
stalks 
are 
burned, more dependence 
m ust 
be 
given to maintaining the soil organic 
m atter by 
means 
of 
m anure and

ON CORN KRRER READY 


Springfield, 111., March 11.— All the 
care incident to planning 
a military 
ampaign has 
been 
expended on 
a 
“war map” now in the hands of State 
official* charged with 
extermination 
of 
the 
corn 
borer in Illinois. 
The 
mop reports the results of scouting 
activities on the part of Illinois 
and 
United States Department of 
Agri- 
rulutre employes in Kankakee Coun­ 
ty, where the first European corn bor­ 
er was discovered in Illinois. 
It will serve as a guide for the op­ 
eration 
of 
oil-burning 
devices the 
Federal department is to furnish for 
the eradication work, according to O. 
T. Olsen, superintendent of the divis­ 
ion of plant industry of the State De­ 
partment of 
Agriculture 
which 
is 
charged with the part 
Illinois 
will 
play in this extermination. 
Search for additional specimens of 
the borer, conducted 
over 
a wide 
range of territory 
without 
results, 
was but a part of the work of the field 
representatives. 
The nature of every 
field under consideration 
has 
been 
carefully recorded. 
This information 
is considered essential to a well-plan­ 
ned campaign against the pest. 
For the successful 
an 
economical 
operation of the oil burners that are 
to single 
the 
fields 
in 
Kankakee 
County information regarding 
local 
conditions was demanded. 
This data 
has been collected by the field repre­ 
sentatives and delivered to the official 
in charge in the “war map”. 
For example, fields that are 
to be 
sown to oats must be treated early,

TRAFFIC REGULATION 
BULL ISENGROSSED 


Jefferson City, March 16.—The uni­ 
form traffic regulation bill sponsored 
by 
the 
Missouri 
Association 
for 
Street and Highway Safety, 
which 
provides 
uniform 
regulations 
for 
travel upon streets and highways 
in 
Missouri 
and 
establishes a 
State 
Highway patrol for enforcement of 
road and traffic laws, was engrossed 
this afternoon by the House. 
More than 60 amendments to 
the 
bill were offered while it was under 
consideration by the House for 
en­ 
grossment last night and today, but 
those 
adopted . made 
no 
material 
changes in the bill except to strike 
out the requirement that all persons 
driving automobiles must 
obtain 
a 
driver’s license. The licensing provis­ 
ions stricken out included a require­ 
ment that applicants 
for 
licenses 
were subject to n physical examina­ 
tion on their fitness to drive an auto­ 
mobile. 


The measure is patterned aftei* a 
model trnffie regulation and safety 
law' that was approved at a natiopal 
meeting last year of safety organiza­ 
tions and traffic experts of Police De­ 
partments. It provides uniform traf­ 
fic regulations and 
signals *on 
all 
State highways nnd in all cities 
and 
towns. 
Varying speed limits are provided 
for residence and business districts of 
cities and towns, with a maximum 


30 miles an hour in cities and towns 
and a maximum of 45 miles an hour 
on 
State 
highways. Representative 
George F. Heege led an unsuccessful 
fight to strike out of the bill the pro­ 
visions for a State highay patrol, un­ 
der the supervision 
of 
the 
State 
Highway Department, to enforce 
all 
road laws and traffic regulations, out­ 
side the cities. 
Heege declared the highway patrol 
was a “pie counter” proposal design­ 
ed to create more political jobs, and 
asserted it also was a thrust at local 
self-government by giving the State 
control of traffic on State highways 
within the counties. 
His amendment 
was decisively defeated. 
The patrol w’ould 
consist 
of 
a 
chief and 30 patrolmen, but the High­ 
way Commission 
is 
empowered 
to 
commission as many of its employes 
as additional patrolmen as consider­ 
ed necessary. This would permit use 
of a large number

breeding are better now than ever,” 
declares Wayne Din «more, secretary 
of the Hors* Association of America. 
According to him, thv census of horses 
and uiule« on farm- January 1, 1925, 
compared to similar figure* on Janu­ 
ary 1, 1920, shows that horses have 
been reduced from 19.7d7.10l to 10,- 
585,759, a decrease of 10.3 per cent, 
while mules show an Increase of 5.5 
per cent; however, mules under two 
years of age, show a decrease of 44.5 
per cent 
This is clear evidence of a 
great shortage of young animals. 
"At 
the present rate of production, 
It 
would take over 27 years to produce 
the 22,800,807 head of horses and 
mules we have on our farms at the 
present time,” Dlnsmore says. 
And 
according to him, production must be 
almost doubled to take care of our 
future needs. 
“Farmers with the kind of mares 
whose progeny sell at good prices have 
been increasing production In the last 
two years, while those who have been 
keeping inferior mares, or are not nat­ 
urally good horsemen, have been re­ 
ceiving such low prices as to discour­ 
age them from raising a poor type of 
horse. 
Such a state of affairs will en­ 
courage the production of good horses 
and discourage the production of In­ 
ferior ones, which is precisely what 
we need,” says Diusniore.

The

Veterinary 
Surgeon is empowered to quarantine 
herds of cattle so affected. 
The House 
has 
engrossed 
a bill 
providing for a building within 
the 
penitentiary walls for

After spending another half day in 
consideration of the 
budgetry 
bill

July. 
They w'ere allowed to pasture 
in wheat stubbles until 
peas 
were 
harvested than turned into the* pea 
field. 
On October 10 these pigs were 
turned into a stalk field w’hich 
con­ 
tained Mammoth Yellow’ soybeans as 
recommended by the County Agent. 
They were allowed this pasture un­ 
til New Y’ea r’s Day when they were 
given all the corn they 
would eat. 
They were still allow’ed the run in the 
soybean field. 
The first week of Feb­ 
ruary nineteen of these shoats were 
sold at an average 
of 210 
pounds, 
four of them were butchered and one 
kept for a brood sow' making a total 
of 24. 
“ Plenty of fresh water, good food 
and a 
mineral 
mixture 
made th< 
good gains for me.

“ What is the. fertilizing value 
of 
corn stalks? 
Is the burning of corn 
stalks to clear the fields good prac­ 
tice or bad ? 
These 
are 
questions 
that 
are 
much 
in 
the 
minds of 
thoughtful men at this time of year 
They are frequently suggested by the 
odor of smoke that fills the air. 
The corn stalks on an acre of av 
erage good land contain 
about 
the 
same amount of plant food as 
three 
tons of manure. 
The plant food of 
the stalks, however, is not nearly so 
readily available as the plant food of 
manure, says H. H. Krusekopf of the 
Missouri College of Agriculture, 
ton 
of 
stalks 
contains 
about 16 
pounds of nitrogen, 2 pounds of phos 
phorous and 17 pounds of potassium 
and these, 
at 
the 
present market 
prices are worth about $3.00. 
Considering merely the amounts of 
fertilizer elements present, a ton of 
corn stalks is w’orth more than a ton 
of manure—the average ton of barn 
yard manure containing but 10 lbs. of 
nitrogen, 2 pounds 
of 
phosphorous 
and 8 pounds of 
potassium. 
When 
the stalks are burned, the nitrogen is 
lost, the value of which is approxi 
mately $1.50 for each ton of stalks 
Moreover, there is the value of 
the 
organic matter itself the presence of 
w'hich is beneficial to the soil. 
The advisability of 
burning 
corn 
stalks depends altogether on 
how 
man is situated. 
If he has 
a 
rich 
piece of land, it probably will be best 
to burn. 
If he has medium 
or thin 
land, it will be best to use a disk 
or 
stalk cutter l**fore plowin. 
It is pro 
bable that within a few years 
ma 
chines will be available for cutting or 
tearing stalks in such 
a way 
that 
they can be turned under as easily as 
manure. 
Most soil troubles are due to lack 
of nitrogen and organic 
matter. 
It 
is generally admitted that nearly all 
the older cropped soils fail to work 
as well as they once did, fail to 
re­ 
sist droughts as they once did, 
and 
fail to contain as much organic m at­ 
ter as they once did.
